CITY EMPLOYES MUST NOT DRINK 


Cigarette and Liquor “Ads” Ferbid- 
den in Joplin Picture Theaters. 

JOPLIN, Mo., Nov. 29.—All city em- 
ployes of Joplin were forbidden to 
“drink intoxicating liquors at any 
time,” in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously by the Joplin City Commis- 
sion in executive session here yester- 
day. Five city firemen are said to 
have resigned immediately as a pro- 
test against the “dry” order. Their 
places were filled. 

The commission also passed an 
ordinance forbidding display of ciga- 
rette and liquor advertisements in 
motion picture theaters.

GETS FREEDOM BY “WANT. AD” 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—Danie] Farrell of 
Brooklyn, held by the local police since 
Oct. 30 in connection with the murder 
of John Tiefenthaler, a saloon keeper, 
today is free because he advertised in 
newspapers. 

Farrell, a clerk, contended that at the 
hour of the killing he was in the lobby 
of a Chicago hotel and upon advertising 
obtained 30 persons to support his story. 
As a result the grand jury failed to find 
an indictment against him. 


SKY-LIGHTING BOMBS TESTED 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 29.—Sky- 
lighting bombs, similar to those now be- 
ing used m Europe and which recently 
have been adopted by the United States 
Army had a demonstration in a sham 
battle here last night. Major-General 
Funston and his staff said the test was 
a success. 

As the bombs soared into the air from 
motor guns and burst into flames, the 
sky seemed to be deluged with meteors. 
The ignited bombs were held suspended 
in the air for several minutes by minia- 
ture parachutes. The glare effectively 
betrayed every move the attacking 
forces endeavored to make.

no Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, of 


Chicago, sitting in East St. Louis tem\ 
porarily, summoned Mayor Mollman and 
Chief of Police Payne before him in the 
Federal Court today and said to them: 

“Virtually every East St. Louis case 


that I have tried here in the past ten 
days has been -hatched in some lawless 
saloon in this city. Don’t you know that 
it is the law to close these saloons on 
Sunday.’’ 

The Mayor and the Chief of Police 
nodded their heads and swallowed hard. 

“The things disclosed in this court in 
the last ‘ten days.’’ Judge Landis con- 
tinued, “‘concerning conditions in this 
city have shocked me.” 

The Judge leaned over his desk and 
pointed at a group of women and chil- 
dren, wives and children of men about 
to be sentenced. “Do you see those 
women and babies there,” he asked. 
“They are the result of your lawless 
saloons.”’ 

Judge Scoffs at Custom. 

He shook his finger at the Mayor and 
Police Chief. ‘“‘Why don’t you close 
them up?” he asked. 

‘We are just following a custom, 
that’s all,"’ stammered the Mayor. 

“Custom nothing!”" exclaimed Judge¢ 
Landis. ‘“‘The law requires you to close 
them up and if you don’t do it, you vioe- 
late the law yourself.” 

The Mayor remarked that he would 
take up the situation with the Police 
Board. Judge Landis announced that 
he would have it done ithmediately, so 
he isgued subpenas for the Police Board 
members to appear before him. 

The Judge also sum several 
Dréewery agents. Wher oneal fhese told 
him. the Anheuser-Busch Brewing As- 
sociation controlled 32 saloons in Bast 
St. Louls and these saloons had kept 
open on Sunday for at least 16 years, 
the Judge said: 

“T see ‘that Mr. August A. Busch the 
other day made a public statement be- 
moaning the ‘fact that lawless saloon 
keepers have’ been responsible for anti- 
saloon sentiment. 

Criticises Busch’s Saloons. 

“Here are 32 saloons confessedly man- 
aged by Mr. Busch's company and they 
have been steadfastly breaking the law 
for at least 16 years.”’ 

Turning to the clerk the Judge said: 
“IT want you to make a transcript of the 
cases I have tried in this court and send 
it by special delivery to Mr. Busch. I 
think it will do him good,”’ 

An agent for the Heim Brewing Co. 
told the Judge that the Heim company 
controlled 140 saloons in East St. Louis 
and they all kept open on Sunday. 

The Judge sharply asked Chief Payne 
why he had permitted violations of the 
law, when he knew of them. Chief 
Payne said it had been the custom to 
keep the saloons open on Sunday. 

“Don’t you know 90 per cent of all 
crime in East St. Louis can be traced 
to lawless saloons?’’ asked Judge Lan- 
dis. 

“T guess that’s right,”’ replied Chief 
Payne. 

Judge Landis then called Chief Payne 
and Mayor sfollman to his desk and 
swore them. 

“The things disclosed in the last 10 
days have shocked me,” he said. ‘See 
those women and babies back there? 
They are the families of men who are 
going to the penitentiary as a direct 
result of your lawless saloons. Why 
don’t you close them up?’’ 

Mayor Mollman said it had been the 
custom to permit them to stay open. 

“Custom nothing!’’ exclaimed Judge 
Landis. ‘“‘The law requires you to close 
them on Sundays and after midnight, 
and if you don’t you are violating the 
law, aren’t you?”

CLERK SPENT $5,000 A MONTH 
AND 1S $100,000. SHORT 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—“My salary 
was $23 a week and my living expenses 
were $5000 a month.” 

This wae the excuse Adolph Loeffler, 
a young Austrian who for six years has 
been employed in the export department 
of Francis H. Leggett & Co., gave yes- 
terday for thefts extending over two 
years and totaling, according to Loef- 
fler’s confession, almost $100,000. 

For the two months Loeffler has 


Knights of Honor who were rein- 
sured in the Continental Beneficial 
Association a little more than a year 
ago find themselves without insur- 
ance after having paid into the Con- 


tinental moré than $199,000 in the 
first twelve months. They were re- 
insured under a contract recommend- 
ed by Charles A. Houts, receiver for 
the Knights of Honor and approved 
by the United States District Court. 
The contract declared that the re- 
insurance was for the “best inter- 
ests” of the Knights. 

The C@&htinental is declared in a re- 
port of the Illinois Insurance Depart- 
ment to be $300,000 insolygent and to 
have been $125,000 insolvent prior to 
the reinsurance. Suit for a receiver- 
ship has been filed at Chicago and 
a trust company has been named as 
receiver. This suspends the insur- 
ance of the reinsured Knights of 
Honor. 3 

Big Fees Contracted for. 

Of the more than $199,000 paid into ths 
Continental in the first year by the 
Knights the Continental contracted to 
pay about $40,000 to Attorneys Horace L. 
Dyer and Max L. Ruler, who represent- 
ed the members of the lodge, who petl- 
tioned the Court for a receivership, 
and about $35,000 to J. S. Bordeaux, 
a broker, who aided in _. bringing 
about the’ reinsurance. These pay- 
ments were to be made under.  sub- 
sidiary contracts which were not report- 
ed to the Court or the Insurance depart- 
ments. The contract with Dyer and 
Ruler provided for them to receive the 
$40,000 during the time that they were 
receiving $15,000 from the Court for rep-., 
resenting the lodge in the receivership 
proceedings. 

Receiver Houts was asked today what 
remedy there was for the Knights, 
who had accepted reinsurance in the 
Continental. He said there was, in his 
judgment, no remedy except .such as 
could be obtained by them individually 
through action against the Continental, 
if solvent, or such as might come to 
them as individuais in the distributioa 
of the Continental estate, if insolvent. 

The furmer Knights, he gaid; have 
no remedy growing out of the cir- 
cumstances of their reinsurance that 
is not possessed by any individual 
member of any such organization. 
They were not reinsured in the Con- 
tinental as a group, he explained, but 
merely received the opportunity, un- 
der the contract recommended by 
him and authorized by the court, to 
enter the Continental as individuals 
without medical examination. The 
Continental he was free to say, had 
not .been faithful to its pledges, in 
that it had imposed conditions 
which diminished its liability, but the 
only recourse of the former Knights 
was as individuals. 


Receiver Houts said he did not think 
there was any action the court could 
take concerning the fees paid by the 
Continental to Attorneys Dyer and 
Ruler and Broker Bordeaux. Their 
relations were with the Continental 
and although they were paid out of a 
fund derived from former Knights un- 
der the contract approved by the St. 
Louis Court, Houts did not think that 
the St. Louis court retained any con- 
trol over that fund. He suggested 
that in the Continental receivership 
the contractual relations with these 
persons might be reviewed.

“Your wife was killed on the night of 
July 14, in her home in this city?” he 
was asked. “Yes.” 

McDaniel says he dined at home the 
evening of the murder and went to lodge 
at 8 o'clock. 

“As I left I bid her good-by as usual, 
and kissed her,” he testified. “I stayed 
at lodge until about 8:45 o’clock. He 
named several persons he said he saw 
at the lodge. ‘‘I was dressed in a suit of 
clothes of dark goods,’’ he continued. 
The State claims he wore a palm beach 
suit. - 

“Did anybody go to lodge with you?’ 
“TI really don’t recall, though I believe 
there were two men rode out with me. 
I then went to Seventeenth and Buch- 
anan avenue to watch Mme. Martine’s 
place. I was in my motor car. .I had 
heard the place wasn’t being run order- 
ly. It was my official duty to watch it.’’ 
“Then where did you go?” asked At- 
torney C. F. Strop, his chief counsel. 
“I went out to the Knuth roadhouse at 
the edge of the city to see if any boot- 
legging wap going on.” 

He said he had had complaints and 

just took a few minutes*off to. see what 

Was going on. He put out the lights of 

his car a block away from these places, 

he said, and crawled over backyard 

fences to get up near the houses so he 

could detect any illegal sale of liquor. 
His Arrival at Home. 

McDaniel then told of his trip home. 
He told the jury of crossing each boule- 
Vard and even the alleys. He said he 
got home about 11 o’clock and found his 
wife awake, half lying, half sitting, in 
bed. He then began to prepare himself 
to retire. 

“I put on my nightgown,” he said, 
“and had a word or two of conversa- 
tion with my wife. I thought I'd go 
Tight to bed. Then a telephone call 
ceume, ‘Is this you Oscar?’ said a voice. 
"Yes, said I. ‘Well, this is Dovie Hart 
talking. Your brother, Charley, is here 
drunk in my saloon and getting rough. 
You better come get him.’ ‘All right, 
Dovie, I'll be right down.'” Doevie's 
Place ig at Sixth and Messanie. 

The witness said he went to Dovie 
Hart's saloon. No one there had called 
for him. There were several men sit- 
ting around card ‘tables, drinking, but 
mc one had seen or heard of Charley.

Banks, courts, public offices and stores ss 
will be closed tomorrow in observance 
of Thanksgiving day. 

Religious services will be held in the 
morning by churches of various denomi- 
nations. 

In the afternoon the big sporting event 


of the day will be held at Francis Field, 
Washington University, where the foot- 
ball elevens of Washington and St. Louis 
Universities will meet to decide the city 
championship. There will be amateur 
sporting events, such as soccer games, 
vn almost all the public grounds. 

A fair and cool day, with the tempera- 
tures probably in the 40's, was forecast 
by the Weather Bureau. 

This evening, at various clubs, there 
will be Thanksgiving entertainments 
and dances. 

The city, as usual, has made ample 
provision for Thanksgiving dinners for 
persons in city institutions. At the city 
jail and the workhouse 470 prisoners will 
feast on chicken without need of giving 
@ single thought to the’ high cost of liv- 
ing, which will prevent hundreds of St. 
Loulsans from enjoying their customary 
Thanksgiving fowl. Guards at these in- 
stitutions will have turkey, with cran- 
berry sauce and mine pie. 

The 273 prisoners at the workhouse 
require 400 pounds of chicken, with po- 
tatoes, sauerRraut and mince piles. 
Fifty pounds of turkey have been pro- 
vided for the guards. In the city jail 
the 197 prisoners will have nearly 200 
pounds of chicken. 

Prisoners in the various police sta- 
tions, not having been convicted and 
Puentenced, will have sausage at three 
meal. 

Turkey, chicken, mincemeat and cran- 
berries for the Thanksgiving meais of 
5000 wards, patients and functionaries of 
the several correctional, medicinal and 
eleemosynary institutions represent an 
outiay of $1458. In addition to these 
purely festival meats and fruits, they 
will have vegetables, bread, coffee, milk 
and the like. 

Turkey cost 27 cents a pound, chicken 
was 15 cents a pound, mincemeat 11 
cents a pound and cranberries $8 a bar- 
rel, wholesale. The purchases by the 
Supply Commissioner to fulfill the requi- 
sitions from the several institutions 
were as follows: Turkey, 4510 pounds; 
chicken, 575 pounds; mincemeat, 556 
pounds; cranberries, eight barrels. 

For the 22% patients and attendants at 
the city sanitarium 1900 pounds of tur- 
key were purchased. The next largest 
quantity of turkey~1200 pounds—went to 
the city hospital for the 748 patients, 
nurses, employes and “physicians. Thé 
infirmary received 900 nds, 

The allowance of turkey to other in- 
stitutions “was: Koch Hospital, 100 
pounds; Industrial School, 300 pounds. 
Three barrels of cranberries and 200 
pounds of mincemeat were purchased

“Mr, McDaniel,”’ asked Strop, ‘‘did you 
assault your wife that night?’

“Since Judge Trieber stepped out,”” he 
declared, “Judge Pollock has handled 
the case. Judge Dyer made a few per- 
functory orders. I assumed that Judge 
Dyer’s reason for turning it over to 
Judge Pollock In the beginning was that 
nis son was in it and he did not want 
to act on it.” 

Judge Dyeér’s son here referred to fs 
Horace Dyer, one of the attorneys in

Judge Pollock was seen at Kansas 
City, Kan. He said: 

“T cannot discuss the case for pub- 
lication. It would place me in the po- 
sition of pre-jJudging matters which 
may come before mé atid of criticising 
the acts of another Judge and the of- 
fcers of his court.

On the face of the showing 
made I wrote to Judge Dyer that if the 
matter were pending before me I would 
look upon it with favor. That did not 
constitute participation in the case, It 
was merely my personal opinion. 

Rules of Propriety. 

“Under the rules of judicial propriety 
ohe Judge cannot criticise another. I 
have nothing to say in criticism of an- 
other Judge. With respect to the allow- 
ance of fees different practices obtain 
in different courts. The only complaint 
that has ever been made in my court 
has been on account of the small fees 
allowed. My rule in bankruptcy cases 
is to allow the trustee only $100. I do 
not permit the employment of an at- 
torney unless the situation is very in- 
volved and the interested parties desire 
it, and then he is allowed only such 
reasonable fee as he would réceive from 
a private client. I don’t believe fn the 
appointment of an attorney to do noth-~- 
ing and draw a big fee. I never allow 
a receiver to employ an attorney. at 
the expense of the estate unless the in- 
terested parties wish it. I tell them 
what they will get and they can take it 
or leave it. In some courts the prac- 
tice of allowing large fees prevails.”’ 

Judge Trieber was told that Receiver 
Houts had appointed an attorney who 
had already been allowed $6000 and who 
was to share further in the final allow- 
ance to Houts.

Ship on Which Six Americans 
Lost Lives Torpedoed Without 
Warning, Virginian Says. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—A detailed 
report of the torpedoing and sinking 
of the .British steamship Marina on 
Oct. 28 off the southwest coast of 
Iréland when 19 persons, including 
six Americans lost their lives, was 
given here today’ by 41 horsemen, 
American survivors of the Marina, 
who arrived here on the steamship 
Tuscania from Glasgow. 

Jesse T. Hancock of Newport News, 
Va., said the ship was torpedoed 
without warning, two torpedoes be- 
ing fired, the first hitting her on the 
starboard quarter and the second on 
the portside. He added that the fir- 
ing of the second torpedo was un- 
necessary and had it not been fired 
there would not in. all probability 
have been any loss of life. 

“It was shortly after 3:45 p. m..on Sat- 
urday, Oct. 28, when we were about 6 
miles off shore that we were attacked,” 
said Hancock. ‘““‘The first warning we 
had was when the torpedo hit our ship, 
the explosion all but breaking ner in 
two. Four boats were launched in 18 
minutes and it was while the fifth boat 
was being made ready that the second 
torpedo was fired. Its explosion killed 
the remaining men on the deck, 19 in 
all, including six of the horsemen. 
‘The dead as determined rom a 
checking up of our members were: P. 
O. Brown, Charlottesville, Va.; J. B. 
Brown, Roanoke, Va.; George Sedbury, 
Fayettesville, N. C.; D. P. Thomas, Wil- 
mington, Del.; W. Buoy, formerly a 
member of the crew of the steamship 
Orthia and George House, of Norfolk, 
Va. A man named John Lux of Seattle. 
Wash., a member of the crew of the 
Marina also was among the missing. 
“The submafine came to the surface 
several hundred yards away, but it 
not offer us any assistance. We 
floated in our boats for eighteen 
hours, the weather being cold and 
with sleet and snow falling part of 
the time. Part of us were picked up 
ty the British patrol boat Williams, 
the others by the British ship Wads- 
worth, ahd we were landed at Castle- 
ton and Crosshaven, Ireland. 

“When we left Newport News on 
Sept. 6, we had a cargo of horses 
and ammunition. The horses were 
landed at Avonmouth and the am- 
munition at Glasgow. 

“We left Glasgow on the return 
trip to Baltimore Oct. 26. Before 
leaving Glasgow a gun was mounted 
on the stern* and two gunners from 
a British war vessel were placed on 
board. Both gunners lost their lives, 
as they stayed by their posts in hopes 
of getting a shot at the submarine.” 


No Breach Likely Over Sinking of 
Steamer Chemung. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Latest dis- 
patches to the State Department say 
the submarine which sunk the Ameri- 
can steamer Chemung Nov. 26 flew the 
Austrian flag and that the steamer was 
destroyed by shell fire as well as tor- 
pedo. They repeat there was no loss 
of life and that the crew had oppor- 
tunity to leave the ship. 
The case appears to be similar to the 
destruction of the American ships Wil- 
liam P. Frye and Leelanaw, both car- 
raying contraband, damages for which 
are to be awarded by diplomatic nego- 
tiations.

Representations U. S. Will Make 
to Germany on Deporta- 
tion to Be Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4@—Represent.- 
tions to bé made to Germany by the 
United States as to the déportation of 
Belgians will be discussed at a confer- 
ence today ‘between the President ana 
Ambassador Gerard, who will sail Tues- 
day for Berlin. 

The administration has determined tv 
express to the German Government its 
apprehension over the movement of Bel- 
gians in more positive form than by the 
inquiry which the American Charge at 
Berlin. recently made, on instructions 
from Washington. President Wilson 
wants Gerard's counsel on the form ihe 
representations may be given to make 
them impressive, without straining rela- 


tions between the two countries. 


American Charge Grew at Berlin -e- 
cently took up this question informally 
with the German Foreign Office and at 
the State Department's direction said 
that a most unfavorable impression was 
being created in neutral countries, par- 
ticularly the United States. His efforts 
were unavailing, however. The Foreign 
Office, in a note on its way to Washing- 
ton, replied that deportation of the Bel- 
gians was a military necessity and was 
being carried on in accordance with in- 
ternational law governing the treatment 
of populations in conquered territory. 

‘The Charge’s preliminary report, the 


Government and other information in 
the hands of the State Department were 
discussed at yesterday's Cabinet meeting 
and Secretary Lansing remained with 
the President for nearly half an hour 
after the other members left, 

State Department officials admit the 
Government its proceeding «with the 
greatest difficulty in endeavoring to 
help the unfortunate Belgians. They say 
that virtually the only basis for repre- 
sentations is the broad ground of hu- 
manity and that it is almost impossible 
to establish an uncontrovertible state 
ment of the facts in the case. 

The refusa!] of the British Government 
to grant safe conduct to Count Tar- 
nowski, the new Austro-Hungarian Am- 
bassador to the United States, also was 
brought up at the Cabinet meeting and 
dissatisfaction was generally expresse-1. 
Any step which may be taken by the 
United States will be delayed until full 


consideration has been given the Brit- 
ish note on the subject.

“Up to Aug. 1, 1916, 1993 persons wir 
were either incapable of working or 
whose removal from. their homes *had 
proved financially severe. From the be- 
ginning of October until the middle of 
November 6671 persons, mostly women, 
whose work was no longer required. 
‘The competent milttary authorities 
have received an order to transport 
back, up to the end of the year, all per- 
sons with the exception of tho#e who 
wish to stay in their néew_ residences. 
Since it is most probable that the French 
Government will assert that these meas- 
ures were taken in consequence of its 
protest and the intervention of neutral 
Governments, it is expressly stated that 
neither unfounded protests nor intervetu.- 
tion has in any way influenced the de- 
cision of the German military authort- 
ties. The transport back home of these 
people was carried out exclusively in ac- 
cordance with the promises given them 
at the time of their removal.”

E. G. Sweeney Afgues in Behalf 
of St. Louis East Side Belt 
Terminal Company. 


The Board of Public Service today 
conducted a hearing on application of 
the St. Louis-East Side Belt Termin- 
al Co. for permission to run interur- 
ban cars across the free bridge and 
to build a loop in 8t. Louis, : 

The company was represented. by 
Eugene G. Sweeney, who was known 
as “Promoter Sweeney’ when the 
Central Traction bill was put through. 
For bribery 
bill several members of the House 
of Delegates were sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 

Sweeney at today’s hearing said he 
represented also the Southern Trac- 
tion: Co. of lilinois and the East St. 
Louis Interurban Railway Co. 

Where Loep Is Proposed. 

The.application asks permission to 
build a loop north on Seventh street 
from Chouteau avenue to Chestnut 
street, east to Sixth street, south to 
Walnut street, west to Seventh street 
and south to Chouteau avenue. 

Sweeney estimated the cost of this 
loop would be $60,000 to $65,000. He sus- 
gested that the city might build it or 
require the company to build it. 

President Kinsey of the board called 
Sweeney's attention to the fact that the 
privilege could not legally be granted 


hot incorporated in Missouri. Sweeney 
said it would be incorporatec if the 
board considered the proposition favor- 
ably. 

Kinsey criticised ‘the application and 
said: ‘““‘Where are you going to get your 
interurban road? We've had a good 
deal of conversation, but nothing tangi- 
ble, from roads that exist only on pa- 
per.”’ 

The question of extra fares on the 
loop came up and Kinsey said no loop 
permit would be granted to any road 
that would attempt to colléct éxtra fares 
on the loop. . 

Opponent of Grant Heard. 

Fred C. Lake, opposing the grant, said 
that an interurban company operating 
across the bridge, should be permitted 
to collect fares only to the end of the 
bridge and that if any extra fares were 
to be charged on this side they should 
be paid to the United Railways Co., 
which is well able to handle traffic 
within the limits of St. Louis. 

Frank L. Tate, an advocate of the 
grant, said he understood it was not. the 
intention of the applicant to collect 
extra fares on the St. Louis loop.

STATE TAXATION 
BEING ANALYZED 


Governor-Elect Explains That 
Figures Given to Conference 
Are Merely Estimated. 


Suggestions of Governor-elect Gardner 
yesterday at a conference of newly 
elected State officials and members of ' 


taining revenue for State needs and to’) 


from the Major administration, are re- 
ceiving the attention of students of tax- 
ation. 

The Governor-elect said he favored 
increasing the collateral inheritance tax 
rate from 5 to 7% per cent to provide 
funds for the needs of the State Uni- 


versity, 


revenue purposes and that he favored 
a tax of 50 cents on the $1000 upon the 
capital stock and surplus of all corpo- 
rations in the State. 

The question has arisen among stu- 
dents of taxation as to whether the 
present system can be made to take 
care of the State needs by providing 
additional means of revenue, or whether 
the condition will remain little improved 
until there is a complete revision of the 
system. 

Governor-Elect’s Figures Estimates, 

The Governor-elect told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he believed an in- 
crease of the collateral inheritance tax 
would provide the university with the 
funds it needs, and that each of the 
other suggestions would provide at least 
$1,000,000. 

He said that he had no definite fig- 
ures, however, and _ that his esti- 
mates could not be considered 
accurate. On the basis of the latest 
report of the State Auditor a 7% col- 
lateral inheritance tax would produce 
only $1,300,000 in two years. Dr. A. Ross 
Hill, president of the university, told a 
| Post-Dispatch correspondent recently 
that the university needs $1,000,000 a 
year for its expenses.

views on the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, raising assessments of property 
throughout the State to the basis on 
which St. Louis property is assessed. 

“The board does not meet for six 
months,’’ he said “and anything it will 
do cannot produce money for a year aft- 
er that. I have not given that question 
much consideration, but after the legis- 
lative session is ended I will have time 
to consider it. Of course I believe in 
equalizing assessments, but I am only 
one member of the board and I do not 
know what its powers are.”’ 

The present Board of Equalization has 
held that it had no power to increase 
assessments, although the Constitution 
requires that it shall ‘‘equalize assess- 
ments.’’ Several leading St. Louis attor- 
neys have expressed the opinion that 
the board has full power to bring the 
assessment valuations of the rural 
counties up to the valuation at which 
St. Louis property is assessed. \The aver- 
age St. Louis assessment is 60 per cent 
of actual value, while out in the State 
the average is less than 40 per cent. 

View of Frederick N. Judson. 

Frederick N. Judson, one of the fore- 
most taxation experts in the State, be- 
lieves there should be a State Tax Com- 
missioner with power to readjust classi- 
fications of property for taxation.

improvements which St. Louis ought to have. In 
the main his list is excellent. It was not submit- 
ted as original. Most of the things Mr. Aloe sug- 
gested have been planned or advocated or pre- 
viously suggested. | 

Additions might be made to the list. Mr. Aloe 
overlooked parks, squares, parkways and boule- 
vards, which are necessities in modern cities. But 
the list may be accepted as a program embracing 
the major part of improvements necessary to the 
growth, progress, comfort and convenience of St. 
Louis. 

It is gratifying to find in a public official just 
entering his term of service so comprehensive a 
view of the needs of a modern city and so much 
knowledge of city planning. It is reassuring as to 
the intelligence on this subject of the head of the 
Board of Aldermen from which must come our 
blessings in the way of legislation and appropria- 
tion. Mr. Aloe had good training for his office in 
his service on the Board of Freeholders, which 
drafted the new charter. We may look toe him for 
aid im realizing its benefits. So far we have re- 
alized its burdens rather than its blessings. 

Listing what ought to be done is a mere pre- 
liminary, It is not a difficult task. It requires 
little more than careful reading of the Post-Dis- 
patch or of plans suggested by the City Plan 
Commission and civic organizations, The list 
is an academic program of city building. What 
we want is a practical program of actual achieve- 
ment. Talk is cheap and unless it leads to ac- 
tion is futile. 

St. Louis has had no trouble in getting plans, 
but we have found it hard to get results. We need 
first, to decide what we shall do as a practical 
achievement and next, to get it done in the right 
way. We have had difficulty in getting things 
started, greater difficulty in getting them started 
right, and still greater difficulty in getting them 
finished. Our public work is so haphazard and so 
slow. _ 

Let us abandon the methods of public work ‘iI- 
lustrated by the 10-year effort to get King’s high- 
way boulevard, the muddling Skinker road job, 
the lagging Washington avenue improvement, the 
skimped widening of Twelfth street and the other 
half-done, long-delayed plans. Let us plan wisely 
and finish thoroughly, 

Out of Mr. Aloe’s 20 suggestions what shall be 
taken as a practical program to be put through as 
soon as possible? 

First in order comes the municipal bridge prob- 
lems. The bridge must be put to work for the 
city. The bridge loop is necessary for trolley 
lines, The terms upon which the bridge shall be 
used by raiJroads must be determined and form- 
ulated. 

The city hate provided for the first unit in river 
and rail terminals. This first unit must be com- 
pleted and provision made for enlarging the ter- 
minals as the traffic requires. 

The question of widening and opening thorough- 
fares for traffic in all directions is pressing. 

The River des Peres problem ought to be solved 
and practical work on a sound plan begun. 

The problem is one of results by official action, 
not of planning. 

We invite President Aloe and the Board of Al- 
dermen to the task of selecting at least 10 im- 
provements that ought to be commenced within a 
year and finished without unnecessary delay. 
Above all in planning the board should not over- 
look the City Plan Commission, a practical body, 
created for this special function. No improvement 
program should be adopted without its co-opera- 
tion and approval and the plan determined upon 
should be carried through in its entirety. 
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BUYING THE FREE BRIDGE. 

That standard industry of selling the free 

bridge to somebody at a ridiculously low price 
seems to be a good deal older than we supposed.

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BRITISH ZEPPELIN TECHNIQUE IMPROVES. 

The destruction of two Zeppelins, in Monday 
night’s raid over England is important for the 
dismaying ‘css it inflicts on Germany’s aerial re- 
sources, but more important for its moral effects 
and conditions disclosed for correlation with other 
data of recont weeks. 

That the allies had already obtained the mas- 
tery of the air in the lines over France is un- 
disputed. All new developments show that that 
mastery is becoming more and more dominating. 
Visits at night from powerful Zeppelins which had 
a great area of congested, noncombatant territory 
in which to select unguarded points of attack 
presented an especial difficulty, but even this 
great difficulty is being met. 

In every raid since Sept. 3 it is said that at least 
one Zeppelin has come to grief. A bag of six 
of these great game birds of the air suggests that 
the British are learning how to do it.. With the 
number brought down out of each raiding fleet 
already increased from one to two, how long will 
it be before Germany is unable to issue sailing 
orders to a Zeppelin squadron with an assurance 
that any units of it will return? 

Highly significant is a statement printed by the 
Frankforter Zeitung in a balancing of war gains 
and losses to emphasize peace pleas: 

It is admitted that we have to date (Sept. 7) 
lost 321 aeroplanes, 32 Zeppelins, 13 dirigibles, 
33 hydroplanes and 79 submarines, 

This makes a total of 399 air eraft lost, 45 of 
them costly, heavier-than-air machines. The $2 
Zeppelin losses include airships destroyed by fire 
and storm as well as those brought down during 
hostile operations, and to the number must now be 
added four and perhaps five that have met with 
disaster in England since Sept. 7. 

Also significant is the statement of the Paris 
Matin that there are.over 100 half-finished sub- 
marines at Zeebruegge and as many more at Wil- 
helmshaven, awaiting metal for their completion. 
With the existing shortage in some of the lighter, 
stronger metals essential also to Zeppelin con- 
struction, hcw many more of this type of craft 
must be destroyed before Germany is compelled 
tc abandon one of its chief reliances in the war? 

UNQUENCHABLE ENTHUSIASM. 

An esteemed afternoon contemporary eloquent- 
ly, almost passionately, indorses the United Rail- 
ways suggestions for a mill tax compromise. 
“After all,” it says editorially, ‘the United Rail- 
ways Co. is owned and controlled by citizens of 
St. Louis. The bonds are owned by many of our 
benevolent and eleemosynary institutions.” 

Althouzh cur contemporary apparently con- 
siders it too trivial a matter to mention, this com- 
paratively small group of citizens and benevolent 
institutiogs is relying upon the nickels and dimes 
of some 800,000 St. Louisans to pay them returns 
on their investments, a large part of which rep- 
resent values that are entirely fictitious. How- 
ever, al] the water there is in United Railways 
stock never could quench our worthy contempo- 
rary’s United Railways enthusiasm. 

OUR SYBARITIC LABORERS. 

Somebody is always discovering something 

that knocks out our most cherished beliefs. We 
have always thought, for instance, that poverty 
was responsible for most of the suffering and 
crime that make eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions necessary. Now comes along the Pittsburg 
Associated Charities and tells us we are all wrong. 

In its annual report, the association blames the 
prosperity of the workers in the past year for an 
increase in the number of charity cases and par- 
ticularly casés arising from the use of alcoholic 
drinks and the desertion of families. “The asso- 
ciation finds,” says the report, “that the large 
pay envelope bas led to family desertion in many 
instances.” 

In other words, our sybaritic laborer who has 
found 50 cents a day more on his pay check feels so 

prosperous that he takes all his money and goes 
out on a spree. It is to be assumed that while 
he is buying vintage wine and porterhouse steaks, 
he neglects to take home coffee and pork chops for 
the family. And then, too, taxicab hire is so 
expensive these days! And the cabarets—heaven 
knows how many luxuries the profligate toiler, 
the iron-puddling, wheel-barrow-pushing de- 
bauchee indulges in! 
But what is the remedy? Is it to be the moral 
duty of the man’s employers to pare his pay to the 
limit of existence and thereby save his soul? 
Surely this ‘s a matter upon which the Charities, 
in its infinite wisdom, should be able to en- 
lighten us.

ite themes. The long scrolls upon 
which some of the earlier landscapes are 
painted represent, in a single work, na- 
ture in many aspects. One may enroll 
gradually and with great delight quiet 
rivers with boating parties, gardens with 
the pavilions of the rich, arable fields, 
temples, and usually there will be a 
mountain screen behind these foreground 
subjects, gaunt and formidable against 
the sky.

‘Repeatedly the Chinese artists give 
us the simple theme of a hermit sage 
shadowed by a lone tree and seated in 
contemplation of sublime scenery 
These tiny philosophers often choose the 
brink of abysses for their meditations, 
or gorges cooled by the spray of cata- 
racts. What is remarkable in these pic- 
tures is the impregnation of the whole 
with the mood of the small figure. The 
balance of the contours of the ravine, 
the outreaching of trees from the crags 
will seem merely the projection of the 
thinker’s mood, or, conversely, he may 
be regarded as .the incarnation of the 
spirit of the place. Such equilibrium be- 


tween mood and fact is exquisitely main- 


tained by the great Chinese painters. 

‘Early Chinese art offers as well land- 
scape of a more literal sort. * * * But 
here again the work was permeated with 
mood. Take the ‘Summer Landscape’ in 
Viscount Okitomo’s collection ascribed 
by Kao Jan-hui. Nothing could be sim- 
pler than its ingredients. A cascade bor- 
dered by dark firs slips down in a 
double curve and forms a quiet pool. 
High above, beyond intervening mists 
the shaggy shoulder of a mountain takes 
up the double curve, and loses it again 
in the upper vapors. * * * To a be- 
ginner in this art I especially recom- 
mend this beautiful painting.”

For the man who breeds for the love 
ef the game alone, the fantail and 
pouter pigeons present perhaps the big- 
gest interest, although the modern hom- 
ing and carrier pigeon, the result of 
more than 100 years of careful experi- 
ments, presents perhaps the most sci- 
entific aspect. For the man who fan- 
el@s the business purely from a mone- 
tary viewpoint, the pigeons weighing 
several pounds each, and kept for the 
squabs they will produce, demand at- 
tention. 

Rabbits for Food and Fur. 

in the rabbit section are specimens 

weighing 20 pounds each, bred both for 
thelr food values and their skins. The 

best food rabbit shown is the New 
Vealand red, a solid little animal weigh- 
ing 10 pounds. 

“And many e@ time when the nice cafe 
puts chicken a la king, chicken pot pie 
or chicken hash in front of you, a gen- 
erous portion of New Zealand red rab- 
bit is included,’ remarked H. J. Plegge, 
ene of the experts in charge of the ex- 
hibition, 

Thréee turkeys, weighing from % to 4 
peunds, and raised on the tenderest of 
turkey foods, have cages of their own. 

Even a pair of skunks are shown, 
raised for their fur value. A cage of 
white Persian cats, parents and off- 
spring, is exhibited: by Mrs. Charles 
Thiell of 3738 Olive street. Eight big 
glass stands contain goldfish and other 
members of the petted finny tribe: The 
St. Louis Zoological Society has a flock 
of highly colored wood ducks enjoying 
themselves in a miniature pool. 

led Sussex Pullet. 

The best chicken of the show, undey 
prize award, is a speckled Sussex pul- 
iét, owned by the Rawnsley-Graves 
Poultry Farm of Columbus, O., and 
valued by the owners at $1000. This pul- 
let is 8 months old, and weighs 
pounds. She is the representative of an 
English breed, and is almost new to the 
United States. Besides making an idea! 
table fowl, this breed shows fair ability 
‘as layers. 

The best hen is owned by Judge W. 
‘W. Graves of the Missouri Supreme 
Mourt, is a dark Cornish bird, about 2 
Years old, and weighs 8% pounds. A 
value of $800 has been set on her, al- 
though she is not for sale at this price. 
Judge Graves is a pioneer in the Amer- 
ican breeding of this original English 
fowl, and has found the breed to be 
rich in table results, besides being ex- 
eellent layers. 

Two others that attract wide atten- 
tion are the best cock, single comb buff 
orpington, gwned by the Rawnsley- 
Shields farm, and the best cockefel, a 
white leghorn, owned by the Pabst Stock 
Farm, Oconomowoc, Wis. 

Four pullets and a cockerel, owned 
by Maurice Thompson, Oakridge, Mo., 
considered the best pen in the exhibit, 
have a combined value as placed by 
the owner of $1800. 

Rabbit Valued at $6500. 

The best rabbit is a little black and 
White One, perfectly marked, and raised 
for his fur alone. He is the property 
of Robert Guggenheim, a New York 
millionaire, and valued by the owner 
at $0. The Wilemish Giant rabbits, 
weighing from 16 to 2 pounds, are well 
represented, as are the lop-eared anid 
New Zealand red families. 

Plegge Bros., 4249 Peck street, have 
the biggest exhibit of Guinea pigs, or, 
as they now are known, chvies. White, 
Dlack, red, buff, with eyes of all colors, 
these little fellows are almost worth 
their welght in gold for experimental!

$1,000,000 FOR SEVEN 
NEW SCHOOLS IN 1917 


Board of Education Votes to Is 
sue 4-Per-Cent Bonds for 
Construction Work. 


The Board of Edycation voted yester- 


day afternoon to issue $1,000,000 worth of 
4 per cent bonds to pay for seven new 


school buildings to be begun in 1917. The 
bonds will be of the $1000 denomination 


and will be dated Jan. 1, 1917. The board 
gave its guarantee that no other bonds 
will be sold within one year from the 
date of this issue. Bonds for the addi- 
tional $2,000,000 authorized at the recent 
election will not be issued until later 
because it is not feasible to do more 
than $1,000,000 worth of work in 1917. 

The bulldings which the board de- 
cided to build next year, on the recom- 
mendation of Supt. Blewett, are as fol- 
lows: 

Samuel Cupples school, 18 rooms; Neo- 
sho School, 12 rooms; Penrose School, 18 
rooms; Clifton Heights School, 18 rooms; 
William Stix School, 12 rooms; Shenan- 
doah Avenue School, 12 rooms, and the 
Northwestern High School, at San Fran- 
cisco avenue and King’s highway, with 
a capacity of 1000 pupils. The new high 
school is to have the same laboratory 
and shop equipment as the others. 

The Cottage Avenue School for colored 
pupils, now fn portables, is to be given 
the John Marshall building on Lucky 
street, near Newstead avenue, in Sep- 
tember, 1918, or at the completion of the 
Samuel Cupples School, when the white 
pupils now attending the Marshall 
Schoo! will be distributed to other 
schools. 

After 1017 additional new buildings will 
be provided in the following order: Roe, 
Woodward, Long, Devonshire Avenue, 
Bircher Street, Canterbury Avenue, Lin- 
denwood and Garnett. The King’s High- 
way School pupile will be accommodated 
for some time at the new Northwestern 
High School.

WY" the war began the New York

Harrison. As it is difficult to imagine, 
under the conditions that followed, a 
less eligible field than that of a German 
company trading in Japan, Harrison 


+1 looked about for another oecupation. He 


had been a vocal student, and the thing 
nearest at hand seemed an essay at pro. 
fessional singing. Last night, at the be- 
ginning of his second season on the eon- 
cert stage, he appeared as soloist with 
the Apollo Club at the Odeon, and 
proved that the war had presented to 
the musical public a new American ten- 
or of remarkable gifts in recital. 

To begin with, he had that invaluable 
knack, called personality, of making his 
audiénce interested in what he was do- 
ing; in this an attractive and modest 
bearing was no small factor. Next, he 
was completely sincere in his work; the 
honesty of feeling with which he sang 
was instinet in every syllable. Almost 
unique among singers wag his painstak- 
ing clearness of enunciation; it is hard 
to remember another vocalist whose 
pronunciation is so clear that not qa sin- 
gle word loses its meaning. Finally; he 
was artistic to the finger tips, and his 
voice, though not large, was very pleas- 
ing’ in quality and flexibly answerable 
to all the demands of lyric émotion. 

“Celeste Aida” Success. 

Unusual as it may seem, his big suc- 
cess of the evening was made with the 
aria, ‘Celeste Aida,”’ from ‘‘Aida,’”’ which 
ig considered the property of dramatic 
rather than of lyric tenors. But what 
Harrison lacked in robust volume he 
more than made up by the style and ex- 
preasiveness of his singing. For those 
by whom the “big tone’’ is less prized 
than artistic finish, intelligence and un- 
affected feeling, this. number was a 
thing of beauty. 

Of his two groups of songs, he was at 
his best in "The Deve and the Lily,” by 
Harry T. Burleigh, and ‘‘Requiescat,’’ 
by Cadman, both of which were elo- 
Quently delivered. The audience called 
tor no less than four added numbers, of 
which one was an encore of an encore. 
In the last two he took a leaf from 
John McCormack’s book and sang in 
charmingly humorous fashion Chauncey 
Olcott's familiar hit, “A Little Bit of 
Heaven,” and Piggott’s ‘‘Nora.”” The 
singer was warmly applauded and 
wishes were expressed on all sides that 
his first St. Louis appearance would 
not also be his last. 

Light Program Sung. 

Under the dramatic direction of 
Charlies Galloway the Apollo Club sang 
a rather light program with much of 
the finesse and deftness of shading, the 
mellow blending of voices and the ex- 
celling discipline, which is always ex- 
pected in this chorus of male voices, 
which began with last night’s concert 
its twenty-third season.

“Tt is scarcely probable that the Treas- 
ury bill expedient would have béen 
pressed to any extent, because the Brit- 
ish Exchequer, under existing circum- 
stances, has fully as much concern in 
avoiding tight money at New York as 
any one elise. But it must again be said 
that the matter has been ill-managed. A 
manifest innovation of the sort ought 
unquestionably to have been subjected 
to tentative open discussion and sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the Reserve 
Board and other governmental author- 
ities before the offer of the bills was 
actually announced. 

“One of the most perplexing facts about 
the episode, indeed, has been the seem- 
ingly complete ignorance and incredulity 
of Lombard street itself regarding the 
projected recourse. Some privately ca- 
bled comments from that quarter have 
Suggested that the report of the Treas- 
ury bill expedient was not favorably re- 
Ra rded, even in financial London. All 

his indicates that the project is not 
likely to be pressed with any urgency. 

Market Is Strong. 


“Several considerations were ap- 
parently responsible for the failure 
of the stock market today to make 
more of the argument that yester- 
day’s statement by the Federal Re- 
serve Board would have an unfavor- 
able bearing on the outlook for con- 
tinued war orders. It was not prob- 
able that the stock market at any 
time expected any great amount of 
Great Britain’s purchases here to be 
financed through sales of Treasury 
bills. With British expenditure in 
America running at the rate of some 
ha 000,000 daily, as recently stated 
in Parliament, such a method of pay- 
ment could hardly have been contem- 
lated. Moreover, whatever may be 
he outcome of the venture which is 
now under review, there has been no 
suggestion that other methods of 
sitet” pase heretofore successfully 
employed, are any the less open to 
foreign Governments. 

Late Market Irregular. 


“The irregularity which marked the 
closing hour of today's stock market 
was perhaps a not unnatural conse- 
quence of the uniform strength and 
the moderate advances in prices 
which had characterized business in 
the earlier part of the day. After an 
uncertain opening and a momentary 
decline, quotations had moved upward 
in orderly fashion and with a few set- 
backs until the middle of the after- 
noon. Advances in the railway shares 
were especially noteworthy, 

“The stock market expects favor- 
able recommendations regarding the 
railroads in the -President’s message 
to Congress at the approaching ses- 
sion; but it might have heen expected 
that the market would have made a 
point of the Federal Reserve Board's 
suggestion yesterday, that Europe 
still has American. securities which 
can be sold on our markets. The stock 
market, however, appears unper- 
turbed, and even the irregular 
changes of the last hour revealed few 
substantia! declines. 

Receipts of 8,100,000 Id from Can- 
ada today, following a s ipment of $8,- 
600,000 to Philadelphia yesterday, and of 
$7,500,000 at this center on Monday, gare 
indications of an extensive resumption 
of the import movement. Rates for call 
money were somewhat below yesterday's 
levéls, while rates for time loans showe4 
increased firmness.
